Some observers, who certainly cannot 
be accused of hostility to the Wheat Pool, 
predict that the organization will crum- 
ble to pieces because the selling agency is 
withdrawing the oversea agents and will 
hereafter invite the friendship and patron- 
age of importing concerns in British and 
other European countries. 

Just why that conclusion should be 
drawn is not clear. Was the Pool found- 
ed with the idea that its success depended 
on it being able to put the oversea im- 
porting firms out of business and compel 
the millers in the old lands to buy pooled 
wheat? That would seem to be the view 
of those who prophecy collapse because it 
has failed to do this. 

A POINTLESS GRIEVANCE 

Immigration officlals at Detroit ex- 
plain that ten thousand commuters’ cards 
which had been issued to residents of 
Canada have been cancelled automatically 
because they were not used during the 
last six months. 

A vigorous protest has been raised in 
Windsor and other border Canadian 
cities in consequence, and the local mern- 
ber of parliament proposes that Canada 
retaliate by abolishing the embargo that 
was placed some time ago on the shipment 
of liquor to the United States. 

The mystery in the case is why the 
former card-holders should want to ‘‘com- 
mute” to Detroit when there are no long- 
er any jobs there to commute to. Parlia- 
mentary action in retaliation for the with- 
drawal of an empty privilege would make 
Canada look ridiculous. 


WHERE TAXES ARE PAID 


Edmonton taxpayers will note with sa- 
tisfaction that they have collectively paid 
their taxes more promptly this year than 
last. Current taxes show a substantial in- 
crease in receipts, and while there was a 
falling off in the payment of arrears, the 
total paid in is more than that a year ago. 

There is encouraging evidence in this 
that business conditions in the city have 
not been as bad as they have been some- 
times supposed to be and sometimes rep- 
resented to be. The taxes for the year do 
not have to be paid within the year. They 
may be stood over, in whole or in part, if 
the payer considers that to be in his inter- 
est. The fact that payments have been 
made in larger amount than last year 
means that the taxpayers have been able 
to pay and thought it better to pay than 
to defer payment. 

There is proof also in this showing 
that those who have staked their money 
on Edmonton property have confidence in 
the security of the investment, and there 
is ground to believe that this confidence 
is being strengthened by the out-working 
of the policy of civic improvement. There 
is not much encouragement to pay taxes 
to a “dead” town. Edmonton in recent 
years has heen giving some convincing 
demonstrations that it is a live and pro- 
gressive community, such as one may be 
proud to live in, and one where it is worth 
paying taxes for that privilege. 


ALBERTA NEEDS THE BEST 


Not very many years ago Alberta had 
not enough qualified teachers to “man” 
iis sehools. Now the reverse condition 
has come about. There are several hun- 
dred teachers who cannot secure schools, 
because there are not enough of them. 
The Teachers’ Alliance has appealed to 
the Provincial Government to take steps 
to restore the balance between teachers 
and schools, and to prevent a recurrence 
of the present situation

The commission at Geneva, which has 
been canvassing the field of international 
relations with a view to finding out whe- 
ther a disarmament conference would 
have a chance to accomplish anything 
worth while, has concluded its labors.

The important word in 
the statement is “if,” and upon it hangs 
the outcome of the work of the commis- 
sion and the discussions of the proposed 
conference itself. 

While the commission, for obvious 
reasons, cast this conditional clause in 
general terms, it is fairly clear where the 
“if” applies. “If” Soviet Russia would

that purpose are rather radical, and they 
will not all receive unanimous endorse- 
ment by any means, But one point seems 
clear enough; that it is not to the advan- 
tage of the schools, nor of the cause of 
education in Alberta, that there should be 
a tremendous over-supply of teachers who 
cannot possibly find employment in that 
profession.

EAT MORE WHEAT, LESS MEAT 

One fact seems to stand out clearly in connection 
with the present state of the world wheat market, 
and that is that we have reached saturation-polat in 
wheat production. No doubt the situation at present 
is aggravated by other factors, such as the dumping 
of wheat by the Soviet government at the expense of 
its own people, who are partially starving. ‘This, how- 
ever, may be no temporary occurrence, I, is con- 
ceivable and even probable that with her revolution 
in agricultural methods Russia may throw more wheat 
each year on the world market, a éltuation which 
might indeed have been anticipated as a sequel to hehr 
industrial recovery 

As regards Canadas, producing #5 she does, vastly 
more wheat than she can consume and with a surplus 
of unsold grain piling up in her elevators year by year, 
the situation is especially grave. There appear, how- 
ever, to be three possible cures. One is the purchase 
of wheat in Jarge? quantities by the Motherland 
Under the suggested quota system, this may be eflect- 
ed, even although some system of imperial preference 
is for the moment declared to be impossible. ‘The 
second method, surely a policy of despair but one 
which ts already being discussed, is the giving up of 
large twacis of our wheat-growing land in favor, I sup- 
pose, of crops of another description, or of grazing 

It seems to me that there is a third possibility, a 
palliative if not a cure--namely, the consumption of 
more wheat by the world generally and, as a begin- 
ning, by the ten million inhabitants of Canada. _ 

What I would suggest is @ nation-wide campaign 
to substitute cereal for meat, A diet altered in this 
way would do much good to many of us and would 
do harm to pone. Is it unreasonable to ask the people 
of Canada at this crisis in our history to alter their 
habits to this extent in the interest of thelr country? 
It might very well be that finding themselves the 
beer of their experiment they could conscientiously 
advise the rest of the world to do lUkewlse 

Let the housewives and cooks go to it and compose 
palatable dishes in which whole-wheat meal is the 
main ingredient. The situation is more serious, let us 
grapple with it and show the resource and ingenuity 
which were so strikingly manifested by our pioneer 
ancestors when they wrung a living from the inhos- 
pilable wilderness —-Protessor James Miller, of Queens 
university, 20 tae Mail aud Empire of Toronto.

Line molds with thinly sliced olives and 
fill with cheese mixture. Place in ice box, and when 
ready to serve dip molds in hot water and turn con- 
tents onto plates of lettuce.

George IV. instituted charges of unfaithfulness 
against Queen Caroline and forced them into par)ia- 
ment, but her counsel, Lord Brougham and ‘Thomas 
Denman, afterwards Lord Denman and Lord Chief 
Justice of England, acquitted her, 

Everybody in England despised George for his ac- 
tion against the queen. He returned this dislike cor- 
dially, but centred it almost entirely upon Thomas 
Penman, for the part he had played in the trial of 
Caroline, He was forced to consent to Denman re- 
ceiving the silk gown which accompanied his occu- 
pancy of the office of Common Sergeant of the City 
of London. But he swore he would never have any- 
thing to do with him 

“That wretch shall never set foot in any house of 
mine,” he said. 

The time came for the submission of the Record- 
er’s report to him. The Recorder was too sick to 
make the report, and it devolved upon Mr, Denman, 
as Common Sergeant, to deliver it,

The Color-Blind

I have spent an interesting hour 
with a legislator from a south west- 
ern state

test for color-blindness, 

The proposal was manifestly in- 
spired by a sense of the value of 
life; its sponsor wanted to be sure 
that men and women driving cars 
in his state could tell a red light 
from a green light, and not be a 
standing or rather a racing threat 
to pedestrians and other drivers, 

He was a bit surprised that I 
showed so little interest in the 
scheme. 

I suggested that the proposal was 
@ perfect example of our all too 
common habit of thinking first how 
we can adjust the human being ta 
the machine rather than thinking 
first of ways we might adjust the 
machine to the individual, 

Why not, I suggested, give 
thought to the working out of a 
differept system of signals that did 
not depend upon colored lights, in- 
stead of depriving the multiplied 
thousands of now unsuspected color- 
blind citizens of the pleasure and 
convenience of driving # car, 

This idea is not new, of course 
but is under consideration and in 
operation in a few places. 

And there is an analogy here that 
throws the light of a sound sugges- 
tion on our economic thinking about 
depression. 

When tight times strike us, we 
begin first to think of what we can 
do to adjust ourselves to the eco- 
nomic order in its maladjusted 
plight, 

‘This is over-production! 

The first thought that comes is 
of ways and means of restricting 
output and fixing prices. 

‘There may be masses of citizens 
living at or not far from-a bare 
subsistence level, but we do not 
think fir.t of ways and means of 
lifting these men and women to the 
level of paying customers. That 
is contessedly a hard job. It ts 
easier to restrict output, 


Bul some day we may begin to 
think from the human being to the 
machine and the economic order 
instead of the other way round

Says Victim Was 
' Practical Joker 


Moore Bought Fatal Weapon From Officer 
of Police Force After Getting Permit 
For its Possession 


Sitting in at the inquest on Bugene+ 


Robert Lamont, of Edmonton, who 
was shot to death by Phillip Moore 
at 5:45 p.m, Tuesday, December 9, at 
the Norwood filling station after de- 
ceased had allegedly jokingly ordered 
Moore to “stick ‘em up” the jury 
returned the verdict that Lamont 
came to his death from a gunshot 


wound through the heart, The tn-! 


quest was held in Foster's undertaking 
parlors, with Coroner Dr, W A, 
Braithwaite in charge. 

Following is the jury's verdict in 
full: 

“We, the jury, find that Bugene 
Robert Lamont came to his death 
from a gunshot wound through the 
heart, fired by Phillip Moore on 
December 9, 1930, at 5:45 p.m., at the 
Norwood filling station, 9116 111 
avenue, city of Edmonton.” 

Asked by Coroner Dr, Braithwnite 
if they had nothing else to add to the 
verdict, members of the jury sald they 
had not, 

As it was alleged that Lamont had 
ordered Moore to “stick ‘em up" as a 
practical joke, the Crown wished to 
discover whether Lamont had been in 
the habit of playing practical jokes, 
and each witness was questioned with 
a view to deciding this, Lamont’s 
partner in business and also another 
business acquaintance of the deceased, 
both swore that he had been in the 
habit of playing the same trick he 
allegedly played on Moore with such 
fatal results—that of ordering a per- 
son to “stick ‘em up.” 

FREQUENT JOKES 

One of the witnesses who was part- 
ner with Lamont in the ownership of 
the Reliance garage, declared that his 
former partner often joked and played 
practical tricks on other persons. 

A. F. Archer, of the Auto Wreckage 
Limited, stated that about a month 
ago the deceased came into his office 
and jokingly ordered him to “put ‘em 
up.” Archer said that he took it as 
a joke, 

Painting a vivid picture of the 
scene in the service station the night 
of the killing, Moore, who 1s being 
held on a charge of murder, carefully 
recounted to the jury all that had 
happened on the fatal evening. He 
claimed that he did not know Lamont 
and had never seen him before, 

“I was alone on Tuesday evening.” 
said Moore, speaking in quick ner- 
vous tones, “I was sitting facing the 
door reading a paper. I had been 
reading about the ‘wildly rumored 
hold-up’ of the station which occurred 
Saturday night, Suddenly I saw a 
car pass the window, The car stopped, 
but the motor was left running. A 
man stepped in the door, but he had 
his left hand concealed, ‘Stick ‘em 
up,’ he said, and there was not a 
trace of a smile on his face. 

“Tt reached for my gun and got him, 
‘Did I get you, Mac?’ I asked, ‘Did 
you?’ he asked, He stood for a few 
seconds and then fell.” With this, 
Moore concluded the story ef the 
shooting scene.

From Fort Simp- 


son 

Flying down from Fort Simpson 

en route to Ottawa, Dr. W. A, M. 
Truesdell, northern medico and In- 
dian agent, arrived in Edmonton 
Thursday afternoon in a plane piloted 
by “Wop” 
Airways. Dr, Truesdell expects to 
leave for Ottawa Saturday on business 
connected with the department of 
Indian affairs. 

Commenting on the trip “out,” the 
medico stated that the big Lockheed 
Vega with Pilot Glyn Roberts at the 
stick, made record time from Fort 
Simpson to McMurray, the 646-mile 
trip being made in three hours and 65 
minutes, This trip usually takes 
nearly six hours. Two half-hour 
stops were made on the way down, one 
at Hay River and the other at Fort 
Smith. The doctor finished the re- 
mainder of the trip from MeMurray 
to Edmonton with “Wop” May 

Dr. Truesdell is in charge of Indian 
affairs from Fort Norman to Fort 
Nelson, B.C. The other agent, T. W. 
Harris, popularly known in the north 
and also in Edmonton as “Flynn,” 
supervises the territory from Good 
Hope to Aklavik, 

HAS BIG “BEAT” 

Besides looking after business for 
the Red man, Dr. Truesdel! has also 
& medical “beat” covering a vast terri- 
tory, and works in conjunction with 
Dr. J. A, Urquhart, stationed at 
Aklavik who recently flew north from 
Edmonton with his bride. 

Referring to the conditions of the 


Indians in his territory, the doctor | 


said there was very little BICKNesS | test, The men are believed to be 


amongst them this year. Rabbits are 
plentiful, and the Indians manage to 


make a living shooting and snaring | 


these. Big game is fairly plentiful 
in the north this year, he says, espe- 
cially moose. There are also a few 
caribou to be hunted, 

Dr, Truesdell stated that fur was 


scarce this year, and a large number | 


of white trappers are being forced 
to work hard to make a living, as 
prices for furs are low at present, Fox 
and lynx are fairly plentiful but 
martens are scarce. 

From his headquarters at Fort 
Simpson, the agent keeps in touch 
with the surrounding territory for a 
radius of about 250 miles by 
“moceasin” telegraph, while he can 
communicate with Fort Norman by 
radio. 

Weather in the north ts very mild, 
declared Dr. Truesdell, There ts little 
snow as yet, Fort Simpson having the 
heaviest blanket, the snow there being 
14 to 15 inches in depth. Fort Smith, 
McMurray and Hay River have had 
light falls. Weather in the summer 
season is conducive to the raising of 
garden vegetables and flowers, said 
the doctor, and this last summer 
residents were successful in raising 
celery and radishes, as well as a large 
variety of flowers, 

Dr, ‘Truesdell was born at Kingston, 
Ont,, and is a graduate of Queen's, 
He went north tn 1926 with his wife, 
and expects to return to Bimpson 
about January 1 after a visit with

“Panhandling will not be just'fied 
on the streets of Edmon’on this win- 
ter, Neither will it be tolerated.” 

Mayor James M. Douglas made this 
plain sta’ement on Friday morning, 
when he declared that regardless of 
what was being done for the unem- 
ployed by the federal or provincial 
governments, there was no necd for 


; them to appear on the city streets 


asking passers-by for the odd dime 
or quarter for a “fecd and a flop”. 
The Mayor's statem°nt came afer 
compla'nts had been registered of 
“moochers” accoos'ing citizens on the 


professional “floaters” and beggars, as 
citizens declared that when they re- 
fused to part wih cash, they had 
been cursed at by the beggars. 

“There is no necessity or excuse 
for this pan-handling and it will have 
to stop. Arrangements have been 
made by the City Relief Office where- 
by every man can get a meal or shel- 
ter. There is no trouble at all attached 
to the getting of this relief, and cili- 
wons will be well advised to refuse 
money to any panhandlers who ap- 
proach them” said Mayor Douglas. 
“They know what arrangements have 
been made and that they can get a 
bed and a meal from the city, There 
is no need for begging on the streets,” 
Mean time police have been instructed 
to keep a close wa'ch for offenders. 

Tt t@ believed by city rel'ef officials 
that several men, disliking the plain 
food served by the city, have found 
it more profitable to live by bogging.
